Fears for pair kicked out of 
home in freezing weather

NEIGHBOURS are concerned that a 
family may die in the cold weather 
after they were evicted with ‘nowhere 
to go’ as temperatures plummeted. 

Bronwyn Chambers, 63, and 33-year- 
old son Acerelle Kosmos Valentine 
were told by Northampton Borough 
Council to leave their home of 27 years 
on Friday for ‘anti-social behaviour’ 
issues. 

The pair were not offered any alter¬ 
native accommodation and spent the 
bitterly cold weekend living in a 
disused garage. 

As they were evicted from their home, 
in Old Barn Court, Northampton, they 
are classed by the authority as being 
‘intentionally homeless’ and are there¬ 
fore not a priority for accommodation. 

Neighbour Roger Arterton was one of 
a group of eight residents who stepped 
in to try to help them. 

He said: “My problem is not really 
that they have been evicted as I can see 
why that happened. 

“But they are both clearly vulnerable 
and no one was really willing to get 
them somewhere warm. 

“I mean, they can find a kennel for 
their dogs to stay but they are happy to 
let people sleep on the street. 

“They do need help but I am really 
worried that any help might come too 
late. 

“They could die out there in this 
weather. I found them huddled in the 


snow on Friday. Something permanent 
needs to be done” On Tuesday, they 
were removed from the garage, which 
was then boarded up by the council, 
and were later that evening taken to 
Oasis House as part of the Severe 
Weather Emergency Protocol. 

Ms Chambers said: “The neighbours 
who have tried to help have been really 
great. I just don’t know where we are 
going to go.” 

Cllr Mary Markham, Borough 
Council cabinet member for housing, 
said: “We are aware of the issue and 
trying to help as best we can using the 
powers available to us. 

“For almost two years we have tried 
to help the couple recognise that their 
behaviour could result in eviction. 

“Unfortunately, after exploring all 
alternatives we have had to take the 
issue to seek a Possession Order 
through the courts. 

“Housing officers spoke to the pair 
last Thursday ahead of the eviction, 
explained what was happening and 
what they needed to do to next. 

“It was also explained that due to 
their circumstances the council 
would have no duty to rehome them. 

“An appointment was made for the 
following day to look at their options, 
but the couple failed to attend. 

“We met the couple again on 
Tuesday. Housing officers have 
offered advice about where they can 
go and what help is out there, but we 
cannot consider them for temporary 
accommodation.”

Funding gap could close 
youth counselling service

A COUNSELLING service for 
young people could close on 
June 7 if they do not find the 
£10k a month it needs to run. 

The Lowdown, a charity 
based in Kingswell Street, 
Northampton, is appealing 
to residents to dig deep and 
donate an hour of their time 
to raise money for the 
initiative. 

Director Dawn Wright said: 
“An hour’s worth of your sal¬ 
ary, a sponsored silence or 
any sort of activity. An hour 
could make the difference in 
the life of a suicidal teenag¬ 
er.” 

Trained counsellors and 
medical staff run their ses¬ 
sions for free, including sexu¬ 
al health checks. 

Dawn also said it costs 
about £12 an hour to cover 
the costs of bills and the gen¬ 
eral running of the service. 

The scheme helps more 
than 1,000 12-25 year olds a 
month in sexual health, 
bullying and depression. 

She added: “A lot of similar 
charities have had to close 
down due to the recession 
and I think we are now one of 


the last in the area. I can’t 
imagine where these young 
people would go otherwise. 

“People should donate 
because it could your son, 
daughter, pupil or sibling 
who needs this help. 

“A lot of young people feel 
they can’t lean on friends and 
family but need the anonym¬ 
ity that we can offer.” 


About 10,172 young people 
have made contact since 
lanuary, a 23 per cent 
increase on last year. 

Volunteer of two years Tiff 
Cotterill, 27, (pictured third 
from left ) spent her first year 
on shift support then has 
spent the past year as a 
counsellor. 

She said: “We are all here 


for the same reason; to help 
young people who feel they 
have nowhere else to go. 

“It would be absolutely 
devastating if we closed.” 

The NHS donates one third 
of the £120k it needs per year 
to run.

Animal charity in crisis as it 
faces unpaid bills of £7,000 


THE co-founder of a county 
animal charity would sell 
her own home rather than 
see it close its doors. 

Petrina Alderman is 
prepared to take this dras¬ 
tic action in order to save 
the animals - putting their 
welfare ahead of her own. 

At the moment 
Northamptonshire Animals 
Need Nurturing and 
Adoption (NANNA) has 
£7,000 of food and vets 
bills which need to be paid. 

NANNA has faced differ¬ 


ent problems in the past 
two or three years but this 
is the worst crisis it has 
ever had to deal with. 

An increase in the number 
of animals coming through 
its door is one of the rea¬ 
sons costs have gone up. 

Petrina said: “I would sell 
my own home to keep the 
animals safe. 

“I own a three bed semi 
detached in Irthlingborough 
which I would sell if neces¬ 
sary. I do not want the 
doors to shut and need 


people to help. They do not 
have to give cash. If they 
could give us food for the 
animals then we could use 
the money we would have 
spent on food on the bills. 

“We are not accepting 
any more animals and in 
the last week or so have 
turned away 29 cats and 19 
dogs. 

“We are still re-homing 
animals.”

DRAINAGE WORK SET TO IMPROVE 
SILVERST0NE CIRCUIT AHEAD OF GP 

IMPROVEMENT work is taking 
place at Silverstone ahead of the 
British Grand Prix in June. 

Work includes additional drain¬ 
age being excavated over an area 
covering 11 grassed car parks, 
spine drains to aid the discharge of 
surface water, re-shaping ditches to 
increase flow rates and new drain¬ 
age pipes. 

The work is in response to heavy 
rain last year which caused major 
problems at the site.

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Two rescues after canal blaze 


THE fire service had to rescue a 
man from an ‘unsafe’ jetty after 
it was damaged following a fire 
on a barge. 

A 45ft canal boat was 
destroyed in a blaze just before 
4am on Saturday. 

One man was evacuated from 
the vessel, which was moored 
on the Grand Union Canal just 
off Towcester Road, 
Northampton, by crews from 
Mereway, the Mounts and 
Moulton. 

He was treated at the scene 
for smoke inhalation. 

There were two gas cylinders 
on the boat and the blaze was 


put out about two hours later. 

Firemen used their COBRA 
technology to help douse the 
flames. 

A few hours later at 11.15am, 
crews from the same stations 
were called to rescue a man 
and two dogs from an adjoining 
jetty. 

Access to the jetty and other 
boats had been sealed off on 
Monday. 

A spokeswoman from the 
service said: “It looks like the 
fire on the boat damaged the 
pontoon.” 

Initial investigations could not 
identify a cause for the fire. 


Prison officer jailed for 
selling Bulger killer details

A PRISON guard who sold 
secrets about James Bulger’s 
killer Ion Venables to The Sun 
to clear his credit card debts 
has been jailed. 

Richard Trunkfield, 31, of 
Ashley Lane, Moulton, an 
operational support officer at 
HMP Woodhill in Milton 
Keynes, called journalists 
offering information about 
Venables being held in 
isolation and even his eating 
habits. 

He made £3,350 by fuelling 
five stories including prison 
rumours that the child mur¬ 
derer’s family were refusing to 
visit him behind bars. 

Trunkfield {pictured), who 


worked for the prison service 
for five years, got the idea to 
ring The Sun after gossiping 
with colleagues that the 
national paper would pay for 
information on the high- 
profile inmate. 

Venables, now living under 
an assumed identity, was 
convicted with Robert 
Thompson of killing toddler 
James Bulger in 1993 when 
they were both ten. 

He was recalled to prison in 
2010 after being suspected of 
child porn offences. 

Trunkfield was exposed 
when Sun journalists’ emails 
were passed to Operation 
Elveden detectives with his 
name and number. 

He had taken between ten-15 
calls from reporters, 


confirming Venables’ love of 
burger and chips. He was also 
behind a story that Venables 
had been removed from the 
high security jail under armed 
guard. 

Jailing Trunkfield for 16 
months the judge, Mr Justice 
Fulford said: “The defendant’s 
actions could have proved 
highly damaging to the prison 
service in this country. He 
hoped to improve his short 
term financial position.” 

Trunkfield was also ordered 
to pay back £3,730.99 within a 
month. 

He admitted one count of 
misconduct in a public office, 
in March and April 2010. He 
has since resigned from the 
service. Venables is no longer 
at the prison.

Brian talks Enterprise 
with the PM at No.10

ONE of the town’s MPs has 
been in Downing Street fight¬ 
ing Northampton’s corner. 

Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley spoke to the Prime 
Minister on Tuesday about the 
town’s Enterprise Zone. 

The MP is calling for it to be 
given the same status as other 
Enterprise Zones across the 
country and spent half an hour 
with David Cameron discussing 
the issue. 

Mr Binley said: “I had a very 
good meting with David 
Cameron. 

“I pressed him on the issue of 
Enterprise Zones as I would like 
to see the Northampton one 
given capital allowances. 

“This would mean those 
companies or businesses which 
start up in the Northampton 
Enterprise Zone will be able to 
reclaim money back they have 
spent on equipment and 
furniture for the first five years. 

“There are Enterprise Zones in 
the North of England and Wales 
which have what is known as 
‘assisted status’ as they are in 
poor areas. 

“The Northampton Enterprise 
Zone is on what is seen a

wealthy part of the country and 
does not get this status. 

“I think we should get this if 
we are trying to attract global 
investment from companies 
from around the world. 

“We want companies to come 
to Northampton and I argued 
with the PM that having ‘assist¬ 
ed status’ was unfair. 

“What I want is for there to be 
a level playing field so we in 


Northampton can have the 
same chance as everyone else. 

“I hope he will be able to 
provide our Enterprise Zone 
with these capital allowances 
so it would then create a fairer 
competition. 

“The PM did say he would go 
away and talk with the treasury 
and come back to me. 

“I am hopeful of success.” 

The Northampton Enterprise 
Zone was born on August 17, 
2011, as one of just a handful of 
such areas set up to stimulate 
economic growth in the UK. 

In its first year, it has already 
clocked up a number of key 
milestones and the area is 
primed to meet the challenge of 
creating jobs and encouraging 
businesses to invest. 

It has a number of projects 
which it is working on to 
improve the area, including a 
£20 million revamp of 
Northampton’s train station. 

The railway is seen as essen¬ 
tial as it is a gateway to the 
town. 

Located within the 
Northampton Enterprise Zone, 
the facility will be almost twice 
the size of the existing building. 

Construction is due to start 
this summer with completion 
next year.

Boost for the town’s ‘Big 6’ revamp 


A FURTHER £14.5 million will 
be invested in Northampton 
by the West 
Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
over the next year. 

The Government body pub¬ 
lished its last ever Business 
Plan, which covers 
Northampton’s ‘Big Six’ 
regeneration schemes. 

The £14.5m from WNDC, 
which will cease to operate 
at the end of next March, 


will ‘support’ those pro¬ 
jects. 

Peter Mawson, WNDC’s 
chief executive, said: “We 
have entered a defining 
period in the transformation 
of Northampton. 

“During this year, we will 
see new local landmarks 
start to rise and barriers to 
progress begin to fall. This 
includes the construction of 
a £20m railway station, a 
modern bus interchange 


and a state-of-the-art inno¬ 
vation centre. 

“In the current climate, 
there are few parts of the 
country that can boast such 
extensive town centre 
development. It is the 
culmination of almost a 
decade of intense prepara¬ 
tion and large-scale invest¬ 
ment. By March 2014, we 
will have invested over 
£100m in the development 
of West Northamptonshire.”

Call for cabinet member’s resignation is defeated 


OPPOSITION attempts to 
oust the cabinet member 
for children’s services in 
light of last week’s 
shocking Ofsted report 
have failed. 

Both the Liberal 
Democrat and Labour 
parties at Northampton¬ 
shire County Council put 
forward a motion for Cllr 
Andrew Grant’s resigna¬ 
tion, but were defeated 
by the Conservative 


majority, at last week’s 
meeting. 

The damning report 
from Ofsted highlighted 
how ‘weaknesses’ in 
child services in the 
county had not effective¬ 
ly protected young 
people from harm. 

Leader of the Liberal 
Democrats, Cllr Brendan 
Glynane, said: “The fail¬ 
ure to keep children at 
risk of harm safe is 


unforgiveable. The resp¬ 
onsibility in law for child 
protection lies with the 
cabinet member - he 
should have done the 
decent thing and 
resigned. 

“How are the public 
supposed to have faith in 
him fixing the deep cata¬ 
logue of shocking fail¬ 
ures?” 

Cllr Grant said: “The 
motion calling for my 


resignation was simple 
politicking by the opposi¬ 
tion in the run up to the 
upcoming council elec¬ 
tions.” 

He added: “Last autumn 
it came to our attention 
that there were concerns 
about the safeguarding of 
at risk children within 
our organisation. We 
immediately took a 
number of proactive 
steps to deal with this.” 


Road safety needs 
to be a ‘top’ priority

ROAD safety in 

Northamptonshire needs to be 
top of the agenda. 

This is the feeling of the leader 
of the Liberal Democrats on the 
county council, Cllr Brendan 
Glynane. 

He was speaking after new fig¬ 
ures were released on the 
Department of Transport web¬ 
site about the number of acci¬ 
dents, injuries and fatalities 
which have occurred on the 
county’s roads from 2005 - 2011. 

The statistics show the number 
of deaths on the county’s roads 
from 2005 - 2011 were: 42 in 2005, 
74 in 2006, 56 in 2007, 35 in 2008, 


34 people in 2009, 24 in 2010 and 
19 in 2011. 

So far this year six people have 
died on the county’s roads. Last 
year there were 36 fatalities. 

Cllr Glynane said: “There needs 
to be a cross party meeting on 
road safety. 

“This issue has been brought 
up again and again but no con¬ 
crete action has been taken. 

“Maybe it would take a cross 
party approach to make this 
happen and it would not be so 
political. 

“I don’t know how the election 
in May will turn out but road 
safety should be top of the list of 
things to be done. 

“There has to be a drive to get 
things done from all parties 


along with the Police and Crime 
Commissioner. 

“In my opinion the county 
council should take the lead on 
this as they are in charge of the 
highways in Northamptonshire. 

“I think there needs to be a 
meeting maybe over a five/six 
week period where we could call 
agencies like Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Accidents 
(R0SPA). 

“We need to get the facts and 
then see what funding we have 
and what can be done. 

“There needs to be political will 
to make this happen.”

£7k wheelchair will 
improve Daniel’s life

A NINE-year-old boy is hoping a 
charity will come to his rescue 
to provide him with a new 
electric wheelchair. 

Daniel Stanton, from 
Northampton, urgently needs a 
powered chair as his health is 
deteriorating. He suffers from 
Ehler-Danlos Syndrome which 
means he has severe hypermo¬ 
bility and fragile skin. 

For this reason he is not allowed 
to do anything that will cause 
impact on his joints. 

The powered machine, which 
costs £7,455, is crucial in giving 
him some independence in life, 
whether it is around the home, 
out and about with the family or 
with his friends at school. 

His mum Michelle Stanton was 
voted 2012 Carer of the Year in 
the Northamptonshire Jane 
Roebuck Awards. 

She said: “It is stopping him 
going out and he cannot do 
things independently. 

“His wheelchair has been fall¬ 
ing apart for about six months. 

“The first thing which hap¬ 
pened was the handle at the back 
snapped off. 

“His health is deteriorating 
badly and he is struggling to 
walk and he is not sleeping well. 

“This will continue until he is 
stuck in his wheelchair. 

“Getting a new wheelchair will 
improve his quality of life. 

“We paid for Daniel’s old man¬ 
ual wheelchair ourselves, but 
when we found out what the cost 
of a powered replacement would 
be we were truly shocked.” 

Daniel had been virtually 
housebound for nearly five 
months, since his manual 
wheelchair broke last autumn. 


To help with the cost of the 
wheelchair Michelle turned to 
disability charity Newlife 
Foundation. Newlife has award¬ 
ed £115,761 to fund 68 equip¬ 
ment grants for children in 
Northamptonshire. Daniel is on 
their waiting list for support. 

Newlife CEO Sheila Brown OBE 
said: “Because of the huge 
demand we are calling on ‘local 


heroes’ to help us raise money to 
fund equipment in 
Northamptonshire. Newlife 
guarantees that 100 per cent of 
any gift or donation will go 
directly to support disabled 
children in the county.”

COMMUNITIES across the 
country have rallied behind a 
family from Northampton 
whose house was severely 
damaged in a blaze. 

Anthony Eales rescued his 
three children from the fire 
which broke out inside their 
home in Arbour View Court in 
Thorplands, Northampton, at 
8.25pm on Monday, March 18.

Lee said: “What I need now is a 
place to store all the items. 

“I have ten houses which are 
full of clothing and furniture. 

“Whatever we do not use we 
will donate to charity. 

“People have been very gener¬ 
ous and I have been over¬ 
whelmed by the support. 

“I thought we would get a few 
donations but I did not expect to 
get as much as we have. 

“We have houses in 
Northampton, London, Luton, 
Manchester, Birmingham and 


Scotland full of items. The prob¬ 
lem is now I need somewhere to 
get all this stored and I hope 
someone could come forward to 
help. 

“Maybe a business could lend 
us the use of a building or storage 
unit.” 

Mr Eastaff said the house in 
Thorplands had not been 
assessed to see if it was safe to 


move back into but this will be 
done in the coming weeks. 

He added: “Hopefully we will 
hear soon but at the moment 
things are up in the air.”

Cable launches £1.2m jobs development fund

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Council should get final say on development 


FOR over four years the 
West Northamptonshire 
Joint Planning 
Committee (WNJPC) has 
been trying to push 
through a major expan¬ 
sion strategy that would 
allow building on green¬ 
field sites, mainly around 
Northampton borough, 
including land between 
Collingtree and East 
Hunsbury. 

It argued that it had no 
choice, that housing tar¬ 
gets were set by the East 
Midlands Regional 
Strategy and ‘No’ was 
not an option. 

The WNJPC is made up 
of the three councils of 
Daventry, South 
Northants and 
Northampton Borough 
Council, and, rather like 
the EU, is a body that 
even though no one 
voted for it, seems to 
have the last word on 
local decisions. 

A planning inspector 
will start an inquiry into 


the latest version of the 
Expansion Strategy (still 
based on regional 
targets) on April 16 and 
will then decide if it is 
soundly based. 

But just last week, the 
Communities Secretary, 
Eric Pickles, scrapped 
the East Midlands 
Strategy and gave 
control back to local 
communities 
saying “the flawed top- 
down targets of regional 
planning built nothing 
but resentment”. 

This should mean that 
it is Northampton 
Borough Council that has 
the final say on what 
gets built and those who 
care about protecting the 
countryside are demand¬ 
ing that councils like 
Northampton are given 
more time to put together 
their own local plan and 
avoid being blackmailed 
by developers on appeal.

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Ambulance station 
changes approved

THERE will be just one ‘fully 
equipped’ ambulance station in 
the south of the county after 
major changes were agreed. 

The East Midlands Ambulance 
Service (EMAS) met on Monday 
and decided on the proposals 
which would see a station in 
Northampton North become a 
‘hub’. 

There will also be community 
ambulance stations in 
Northampton town centre, 
Towcester, Hardingstone, 
Daventry, New Duston, Great 
Billing, Potterspury, Great 
Doddington and Watford. 

The plans were subject to 
lengthy consultations with staff 
and the proposals will come into 
effect over the next five years. 

Chief executive Phil Milligan 



(pictured) said: “The final recom¬ 
mendation was created after 
three months of consultation, 
and a further two and a half 
months of engagement allowing 
our staff and the public including 
other healthcare providers, coun¬ 
cillors and MPs, to have their say 
and help to shape our plans. 

“The way we operate now is 
simply not delivering the 
performance that local people 


deserve and national government 
expects.” 

He added: “These changes are 
on top of our announcement last 
week of 140 more frontline posts 
and a £120,000 investment in 
community defibrillators. Far 
from cutting costs, as has been 
the claim by some, EMAS is 
investing in public safety and 
frontline crews. 

“Moving to a hub and spoke- 
model means that ambulances 
will be deployed more efficiently 
and will be nearer to patients. 

“How do we know this? It’s an 
approach that’s already been 
successful in the rural south-west 
as well as the more urban West 
Midlands. 

“This is not all about the 
bricks-and-mortar of ambulance 
stations - many of which were 
built on assumptions more than 
50 years old.”

Trio jailed for 
burglary plans

THREE South American 
men have been jailed for 
a total of 14 years. 

The trio were charged 
with various offences, 
including conspiracy to 
burgle, between August 6, 
2012 and November 15, 
2012. Northampton was 
one of the areas they had 
considered targeting. 

They were jailed at 
Northampton Crown 
Court on Friday. 

Columbian man Andres 
Duarte Careano, 40, was 
sentenced to five years for 
conspiracy to burgle and 


possesion of fraudulent 
documents. 

Oswoldo Francisco 
Clorio-Cruz, 30, from 
Mexico, was sentenced to 
five years for conspiracy to 
burgle and dangerous 
driving. 

Raul Hermandez- 
Villaneva, 36, also of 
Columbia, was sentenced 
to four years for conspira¬ 
cy to burgle and posses¬ 
sion of a Class A drug, 
namely cocaine. 

They were arrested in 
Leicestershire last 
November. 

Detective Inspector 
Louise Fleckney said: 
“This investigation was 


complex, covering organ¬ 
ised criminality across five 
force areas. A 
dedicated operation was 
set up and detectives 
worked painstakingly to 
piece together the 
evidential picture. 

“We worked with teams 
from across the country, 
including Thames Valley, 
Hampshire, Wiltshire and 
Leicestershire in order to 
understand the range of 
offending. 

“The sentencing reflects 
the seriousness of the 
offences, and communi¬ 
ties are now protected 
from these offenders for a 
significant period of time.” 


26 accused of drug charges in court 


TWENTY-SIX people have 
appeared in court 
charged with conspiracy 
to supply Class A drugs. 

The 24 men and two 
women were arrested 
after raids last April 
which involved more than 
150 officers from 
Northamptonshire Police. 

The group appeared at 
Northampton Crown 
Court on Thursday on 
charges of conspiracy to 
supply a Class A drug, 
namely cocaine. 

Four of the accused 
have pleaded guilty - they 
are Jane Calloway, of 
Southampton, Steven 
Payne, of Weedon Road, 
Nether Heyford, Thomas 
O’Brien, of Bugbrooke 
Road, Kislingbury, and 
Adrian Dowling, of Stowe 
Walk, Northampton.

Naxi artwork in the UK. 

The display, which runs until 
April 18, focuses on traditional 
carving, painting and drawing. 
All the works are done by 
modern Naxi artists. 

Two of the artists whose work 
is being exhibited is He Pin 
Zheng and Yu Yung. 

Zheng has produced a paint¬ 
ing and ink based on Dongba 
Hieroglyphs which tells the tale 


of a good man who is looking 
for a wife and ends up going to 
heaven to meet her. 

Yung’s piece, called The Scale, 
is made from the Wuhua stone 
which comes from Lijiang 
region of China. It hangs by a 
rope and has been placed in a 
brown wooden case 

The stone is one of the 
balances from a set of scales 
and symbolises both power and 
strength.

NEW CAR REVIEW 

Honda Civic Ti 
WARMING TO ITS TASK 

Although it might open itself to the accusation that it's all show and no go, but 
the Honda Civic Ti is a very nicely finished and strongly-equipped hatchback 
that won't have your insurer tacking zeros to your annual premium. The 1.8- 
litre engine gives it credible pace and it's a tidy handler. 


The I42bhp 1.8-litre engine is quite a 
willing performer and loves revs, 
making peak power at 6500rpm and 
its modest peak torque of 174Nm at 
4300rpm. All very Honda. It sounds 
good too, will notch off the 0-60 
sprint in a reasonable 8.6 seconds 
and has the power to entertain on 
a cross country road. 


The ride of the Civic Ti is a little sharper than that of a Civic SE, 
thanks in no small part to those 17-inch alloy wheels that are shod 
lower profile tyres. Other than that, it's familiar underpinning. With the 
previous generation model, Honda played a clever trick. Beneath the radical 
styling sat a chassis setup that was, if anything, less complex than its 
predecessor's. Gone was the expensive multi-link rear suspension, replaced 
with a simple yet space-efficient torsion beam. This ninth generation car 


continues this theme, Honda reasoning that if it could make the feisty lype-R 
work, and work well, with a torsion beam rear, then there was clearly 
nothing wrong with the fundamental layout. 


For most customers, the big draw of the Civic Ti is its exterior styling. There 
are three paint finishes to choose from - Milano Red, White Orchid Pearl and 
Alabaster Silver Metallic - but you still get some touring car-style Team 
Dynamics alloy wheels. These unique 17-inch 'Le Mans' rims are nicely framed 
by colour coded lipped wheel arches. 


Honda has done a good job in pitching this Civic Ti about perfectly at 
its target market. The price is right, it looks great and the 
insurance isn't unworkable for youngish drivers. It's 
quick but not that quick, yet still has the 

capacity to entertain on a decent stretch 
of road. The i-VTEC engine sounds 
great at the top of its register yet 
returns decent fuel economy 
when driven more sedately. 


Unless you really are a Type R 
fundamentalist, it's hard not to 
warm to the Civic Ti. It's a thoroughly 
modern take on the warm hatch theme and one which 
has broad appeal. If I was in my first decently-paid job and was looking 
for something to direct my newfound disposable income at, this would 
certainly be on the shortlist.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address. If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be.

If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for.

ASH Lane is ready to put 
months of upheaval behind 
him and show he deserves to 
be considered as one of the top 
super bantamweights in the 
country when he faces Josh 
Wale for the vacant British 
Masters belt in Barnsley 
tomorrow night. 

Since beating Harvey 
Hemsley in his last fight in 
September, the former Far 
Cotton Boys amateur has 
endured some tough times. A 
hand injury sustained in that 
bout put his boxing ambitions 
temporarily on hold, while out¬ 
side of the ring he lost his job 
two months ago. 

Lane has since relocated from 
Northampton to Walsall where 
he is living with a friend and is 
closer to trainer Bob Plant’s 
Wednesbury gym. Despite his 
recent struggles, the 22-year- 
old remains optimistic. 

“I’ve had no money and I 
haven’t been able to find a job 
yet, so I’ve just dedicated 
myself fully to boxing,” said 
Lane. 

“At times I could have stopped 
andcomebackto Northampton 
to live with my dad and waited 
for another fight, but I’ve been 
getting up every morning, no 
matter how cold it is, going out 
running and then going to the 
gym in the evening. 

“If it wasn’t for everything 
that has happened, I don’t 
think I would have trained so 
diligently and hard, or kept on 
top of my diet as much as I have 
- not that I don’t train hard 
anyway. 

“I’ve done everything my 
coaches have asked me to do, 
and sometimes even more 


than they have asked. I’m the 
first one in the gym and the 
last to leave, and there have 
been times they’ve had to tell 
me to stop and go home. I just 
keep going because when I’m 
ready for a fight my fitness is 
really high.” 

It has certainly not been easy 
for Lane (3-2-2) since he chose 
to join the paid ranks in 2011. 
Defeats to Jonothan Fry, where 
he was stopped due to a cut 
above his eye, and a one-point 
loss to Michael Ramabeletsa in 
a fight he felt he won still clear¬ 
ly rankle. 

Both he and Ramabeletsa 
engaged in some banter on 
Facebook in the wake of that 
result, but when Lane was 
invited down to Bristol to spar 
with Lee Haskins before his 
European title fight against 
Stephane Jamoye he met the 
West Country-based South 
African again. 

Since then, Lane and 
Ramabeletsa have been having 
regular sparring sessions, with 
the latter facing a tough fight of 
his own on Saturday night 
when he takes on unbeaten 
prospect Khalid Yafai. 

Wale’s most recent bout saw 
him challenge Stuart Hall for 
the Commonwealth bantam¬ 
weight strap in November, 
being stopped in the ninth 
round, while he has also shared 
a ring with up-and-comers Kid 
Galahad and Willie Casey. 

Lane is in little doubt he faces 
arguably the biggest test of his 
professional career when he 
takes on ‘The Outlaw’ (14(7)-5- 
1) over ten rounds at the 
Metrodome, but also feels he 
has been underestimated. 

“They’ve looked at my record 
and probably think it is going 
to be an easy return for him, 
but I’m going to show that I 
belong at this level,” he said. 


Brown on form ahead of championship 


DREW Brown warmed up for his tilt at this 
year’s Junior ABAE Championship with a 
unanimous decision victory over Small Heath 
ABC’s Michael Maughan in Birmingham on 
Saturday night. 

The Far Cotton Boys ABC fighter will enter at 
59kg and is one of four fighters from the 
Towcester Road gym, along with club mates 
Kyle Owen and the Fail twins, Ben and Carl, 
who is competing in the 2013 edition. 

Far Cotton coach Rob Brennan was impressed 
with Brown’s performance on Maughan’s 
home show, giving the 16-year-old the perfect 
boost ahead of his challenge for national hon¬ 
ours which starts next month. 

“Drew boxed very well throughout the bout 
and won every round,” said Brennan. “He is in 
goodformgoingintotheJuniorChampionship.” 


The youngest of the Fail brothers, Aaron, was 
also in action on the show. However, he suf¬ 
fered a majority decision defeat in a contest 
which Brennan felt he had done enough to 
win. 

Three Far Cotton boxers were fighting at 
Bedworth’s Newdigate Colliery & District 
Sports & Social Club on the same night, with 
veteran Luke Sherwood scoring a third round 
stoppage win over Newdigate ABC’s Jackson 
White on the top of the bill fight. 

It was the 35-year-old’s first fight for over a 
year and head coach John Daly was pleased to 
see Sherwood produce a fine performance 
after a long time out of the ring. 

“Luke works as a lawyer and he can’t always 
get down to training because it can get quite 
busy at times, so that’s why he hasn’t fought for 


a while,” said Daly. 

“There were 15 fights and he was top of the 
bill, so he was a bit nervous beforehand. But it 
was a great fight and they were both landing 
some big shots. 

“The ref stopped it because of a cut over 
White’s eye. I don’t like to see stoppages 
because of cuts, but Luke was winning anyway 
and his opponent didn’t complain.” 

Club mate Lewis Roberts also stopped his 
opponent, Mushtaq Davod, in the second 
round. Roberts had given Davod, of Coventry 
Boys ABC, a standing eight count before 
unleashing another flurry of punches to trig¬ 
ger the stoppage. 

The other Far Cotton victor in Bedworth was 
Ronny May, winning by unanimous decision 
against Newdigate’s Elliott Jellis.

Pisi wants end to 
Leicester hoodoo

GEORGE Pisi has yet to taste victory 
against Leicester Tigers in a 
Northampton Saints shirt, but the 
centre believes Saturday’s East 
Midlands Derby at Franklin’s Gardens 
gives him the perfect opportunity to 
change that. 

The Saints head into the clash against 
their local rivals on the back of four 
consecutive Aviva Premiership wins, 
with last Saturday’s nailbiting 26-24 
victory away to London Wasps moving 
them four points clear of the pack 
chasing to break into the top four. 

Second placed Leicester are the same 
margin ahead of Northampton in sec¬ 
ond place, with a top two finishing 
guaranteeing a home semi-final for the 
play-offs. 

His three previous games against the 
Tigers have seen Pisi on the losing side, 
including the 16-12 defeat at Welford 
Road in November. However, he sees 
this match as the game to banish that 
unwanted record. 

“It’s a local derby and I think we owe 
Leicester one,” said Pisi. “We’ve come 
up short against them a couple of times 
and they beat us at their home ground, 
so now it’s our turn to have a crack at 
them on ours. 

“The intensity is there and every¬ 
thing else is there, but a couple of times 
we have been unlucky with the bounce 
of the ball where it has gone their way. 
As you can see against Wasps, our luck 
is changing and it’s starting to come 
towards us. 

“It really comes down to doing the 
basic things well and the little tricks 
out the back come naturally.” 

These matches are typically fiery 
affairs, as this weekend’s referee 
Wayne Barnes is well aware. He was in 
charge of the infamous 2011 
Premiership semi-final between the 


sides which is mostly remembered for 
the fight between Chris Ashton and 
Manu Tuilagi. 

But director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
does not believe his players will have 
any problems keeping their emotions 
in check when they take to the field 
this time. 

“It’s something you’ve got to talk 
about, but generally the players are 
learning,” said Mallinder. “We’ve got 
experienced players who have played 
in a number of big games - not just 
against Leicester but in European and 
international games. 

“The experience is there and it’s very 
easy for us to talk about it, but you 
know once you get into that 80 minutes 
it’s a completely different story. You’ve 
got to make sure you play to the very 
edge, but don’t go over it. 

“I don’t think we need to get emo¬ 
tional. It’s easy to say this a few days 
before the game, but come Saturday 
we’ll know exactly where we are. 

“It is a big game and it is Leicester, but 
for us it’s where we are and it’s about 
winning and getting another win.” 

For his part, the laid-back Pisi does 
not have time to get wrapped up in the 
emotion of Derby Day as he finds the 
games pass so quickly as the intensity 
and physicality mean he always has to 
keep focussed. 

The 26-year-old is looking forward to 
the challenge Leicester’s back division 
will pose, picking out Anthony Allen, 
Toby Flood and Tuilagi as the danger 
men to watch out for. 

He is also relishing the prospect of 
going up against good friend Tuilagi, 
who was born in Samoa like Pisi but 
instead opted to represent adopted 
nation England at international level. 

“It’s always a good challenge,” said 
Pisi. “On the field we are enemies, but 
off the field we are good mates. 

“They’re a strong back line with a lot 
of big runners. It’s going to be a good 
test for us as a back line, but also an 
exciting time.”

NATHAN Cameron has only been 
with Northampton Town for one 
day, yet the on-loan defender 
already sees plenty of reasons to 
be optimistic the Cobblers can 
achieve promotion from League 
Two this season. 

The 21-year-old moved to Sixfields 
until the end of the season from 
League One outfit Coventry City 
following the news Kelvin 
Langmead will be out for several 
weeks after needing surgery on a 
knee injury sustained in the 1-0 
win over Oxford United. 

Cameron already has one promo¬ 
tion under his belt, having helped 
Nuneaton Town to victory in the 
Southern League Premier Division 
play-off final in 2010 while on loan 
there, and sees some similarities 
between the sides. 

“There was a great atmosphere in 
the squad,” said Cameron. 
“Everyone was so together and I 
can see signs of that here. Everyone 
seems really positive throughout 
the place, not just in the squad but 
with the fans as well. 

“I think everyone feels that this 
could be a special season and could 
be big for the club. Hopefully it will 
be. 

“They’re only two points off sec¬ 
ond, so I think we’ve got a great 
chance in our last seven games to 
really push on and hopefully get 
promoted.” 

Cameron jumped at the chance to 
move to Northampton after find¬ 
ing his opportunities with the Sky 
Blues limited under new manager 
Steven Pressley. It reunites him 


with former Coventry boss Aidy 
Boothroyd, who was a big admirer 
of Cameron’s ability during his 
spell in charge at the Ricoh Arena. 

“He was one of the stand out play¬ 
ers of my time at Coventry,” said 
Boothroyd. “He is an England 
Under-19 international and he has 
all the attributes required to be a 
top class defender. 

“Sometimes young players lose 
their way a little and a change of 
scene can do them the world of 
good and I have a lot of faith in 


Nathan’s ability.” 

Despite being just 21, Cameron 
has already made over 50 appear¬ 
ances in a City shirt. However, he is 
out of contract with the financially 
troubled club at the end of the sea¬ 
son. 

Cameron insists his only focus is 
on getting game time while at 
Northampton, where he will link 
up with former Coventry team 
mates Clive Platt and Roy 
O’Donovan. 

He is in line for his debut in 


tomorrow night’s match at home to 
Torquay United and is looking for¬ 
ward to working with Boothroyd 
again. 

“He gave me my debut at the age 
of 18 and he has been a key figure in 
my career,” said Cameron. “I’ve got 
a lot of respect for him and I think 
he’s got a lot of respect for me. 

“He was a massive reason why I 
wanted to come here. Maybe if it 
was another manager it might have 
been a different story, but I was 
happy to join up with him again.” 


Pisi backs scrum 
half Fotuali’i to be 
Northampton’s 
next Samoan star 

GEORGE Pisi believes fellow Samoa 
international Kahn Fotuali’i will 
prove an instant hit at Northampton 
Saints when he moves to Franklin’s 
Gardens for the start of next season. 

The 30-year-old is rated by many 
pundits as one of the best scrum 
halves in the world and has caught 
the eye with some impressive perfor¬ 
mances for Welsh regional side 
Ospreys in both the RaboDirect Pro 
12 and Heineken Cup.

Northampton are believed to be 
close to agreeing a deal to sign Wales 
winger George North from Scarlets as 
well, while Pisi believes those already 
signed show the club’s ambitions. 

“We want to be the best team in the 
world and we want to compete with 
other clubs, so to be the best we’ve 
got to try and get the best players and 
see how they work out with those we 
have got at the moment,” said Pisi.
